In 3d Party Bill 


A bill calling for the construe- 
tion of 6,500,000 new. housing 
units was introduced yesterday by 
Rep. Vito Marcantonio (ALP-NY) 


on behalf of the Progressive Party, 
it was announced. yesterday. 


The bill was. drafted by the 
housing committee of the Pro- 
gressive Party headed jointly by 
Alfred K. Stern and Jacob Mos- 
cowitz. | 

It provides for the construction 
of 500,000 subsidized low rent 
housing units a year for the next 
eight years. It also provides hous- 
ing for lower middle income fami- 
lies not eligible for subsidized 
housing. Using a device employed 
by New York City, this provision 
calls for no federal outlay, but in- 
stead a federal guarantee of local 
financing of 500,000 units a year 
for five years. 7 


The Progressive Party bill sets 
aside $60,000,000 for ,housing for 
migratory farm workers, provides 
a special program for disabled vets, 
and prohibits race discrimination in 
any project.

How a Stoolie 
Operates 


BOSTON, April 14. — Herbert 
Philbrick, FBI stoolpigeon at the 
New York trial of twelve Commu- 
nist leaders, talked about “force 
and violence.” Philbrick had at- 
tended, within the past month, lec- 
tures in a basic course on Prin- 
ciples of Marxism in which he 
himself had had a great deal to 
say on the subject. 


In class discussion, led by in- 
structor Otis Hood, Philbrick had. 
pointed out that violence comes al- 
ways from ‘a tottering ruling class. 
The class discussed Marx's predic- 
tion that in some countries, notably 
England and America, revolution 
could come without violence. Phil- 
brick soaked in every word. 


The class was sponsored by the 


Boston School for Marxist Studies. | 


Originally the school’s classes were 
to have been held in the Ritz Plaza 
Hall here. Just before the first 
scheduled class, the Boston Trav- 
eler’s Cornelius Dalton front-paged 
an “expose of the school’s publicly 
Communist backing. :

advisors” Clinton S. Golden of the CIO, installed 
in office to replace the elected leaders who were 
executed of imprisoned, in concentration camps: 

One of these gents, named John Patzatzis and 
styling himself as- secretary-treasurer of the 
GGCL, “bears an unusual facial resemblance to 
CIO President Philip Murray,” says CIO News. 
But the CIO ‘News did ‘not note that this is ‘the ~ 
same Patzatzis who was thrown out of his union, - 
when it was still a free organization, on charges 
of stealing. This charge was hurled at him at 
the convention last year where he was “eleeted.? 

Patzatzis and the other fellow, one Lolos; Havé 
the gall to tell the CIO News that their unions 
“functioned without interference from the govern- 
ment: in the very week that strikers are told to 
get back to their jobs or face court-martial. ,And 
CIO News has the gall to print their claim that 
the scores of union leaders executed. paid the 
penalty for supporting the guerillas and “not 
a single union leader or member has been ar- 
rested because of his union activities.”

NOR IS THE CIO showing the slightest con- 


cern over what our government is doing to the 


Federation of Greek Maritime Workers. This 
organization, often aided by the CIO in the past, 
consists of thousands of Greek seamen employed 
on Greek-owned vessels plying ports other than 
Greek. It has general headquarters in Cardiff,. 
| Its thousands 
of members did yeoman service during the war 
when Hitler held Greece. But now a great many 


_ of them have been blacklisted by the Greek gov- 


ernment. Six hundred of them are wanted by 
the Greek fascist government for court-martial 
as opponents of the fascists. 

Of late, the Greek government has reached 
out. for these seamen through the arm of our 
immigration inspectors, When a ship docks, im- 


- migration men board and ask each the name 


of the union they belong to, whether he has a 
family in Greece and the address, If the name 
checks with the blacklist, or the seamen is sus- 
pected of friendship for the FGMU, he is denied 
shore leave. Along with that goes the campaign 
to deport Greek seamen or squeeze them out of 
jobs. An entire crew staged a sitdown strike on 
a vessel in Baltimore, recently, in protest against 
such practices. This is happening in American 
ports, I hope progressive unionists will not be . 
guided by the CIO’s callousness, but will show 
genuine international solidarity with the Greek 
workers in Greece and the FGMU’s fight here.
